Feds to introduce 
Quanto’s Law 


‘The least we can 
possibly do’. Law 

to recognize police 
service animals

Two Edmonton Police Service 
(EPS) officers were in Ottawa 
yesterday when the federal 
government announced it 
will introduce “Quanto’s Law” 
during the speech from the 
throne. 

Troy Carriere, acting Staff 
Sgt. of the Edmonton Police 
Canine Unit, and Quanto’s 
handler Const. Matt William¬ 
son were in the Canadian cap¬ 
ital to hear the government 
announce new legislation in 
memoiy of the police dog who 
died in the line of duty on Oct. 
7., according to Edmonton po¬ 
lice. 

The government said dur¬ 
ing the speech that the legisla¬ 
tion “recognizes the daily risks 
taken by police officers and 



their service animals.” 

The throne speech did not 
specify what Quanto’s Law 
would entail. 

Police complained after 
Quanto was stabbed during 
the takedown of a fleeing sus¬ 
pect that the strongest crim¬ 
inal charge that could be laid 
was cruelty to an animal. 

But some say the current 
legislation is not enough. 

“They’re not like officers, 
they don’t sign up for this,” 


said Steve Kaye, president of 
the Canadian Police Canine 
Association. “When you work 
with them, it’s a remarkable 
experience to see how loyal 
and dedicated they are. To af¬ 
ford them some measure of 
protection for trying to uphold 
what’s right in society, that’s 
the least we can possibly do.” 

A private member’s bill to 
amend the Criminal Code is 
already before the House of 
Commons. 

Brought forward by On¬ 
tario Conservative MP Costas 
Menegakis, it singles out any¬ 
one “who knowingly or reck¬ 
lessly poisons, injures or kills 
a law enforcement animal,” 
including a horse or dog, and 
proposes the same five-year 
maximum imprisonment pen¬ 
alty that animal cruelty car¬ 
ries. 

Alberta’s justice minister 
has said he supports the fed¬ 
eral bill and that the province 
is considering changing the 
Service Dog Act to include 
provisions that would punish 
people who harm the animals.

Not all sold on need 
for Jasper project 
to keep moving 

While one section of 
Jasper Avenue has gotten 
its facelift, not eveiyone 
is convinced the surgeiy 
should continue. 

The two-bloclc section 
from 100 Street to 102 
Street along Jasper opened 
after 18 months of con¬ 
struction Wednesday, but 
the city’s long-term vision 
is to make similar improve¬ 
ments and extend street¬ 
scaping all the way from 
97 Street to 111 Street. 

That project has not 
been approved, but it’s 
on the list of projects the 
downtown arena levy is 
expected to support. 

Tom Hollub, who runs 
Wener Shoes at 103 Street 
and Jasper, said he doesn’t 
want to see the plan move 
any further forward. 

“It’s a waste of money. 
That’s all it has ever been 
over the years when they 
put these streetscapes in,” 
he said. 

Hollub said the city has 
done this eveiy 10 to 15 
years and it has never been 
the solution to getting 
people downtown. 

“It doesn’t bring people 
downtown. Condos bring 
people downtown. People 
living downtown brings 
people downtown,” he 
said. 

Bany Belcourt, the 
city’s branch manager of 
road design and construc¬ 
tion, said future sections 
would involve less onerous 
projects because they 
wouldn’t have the same 
challenges Central LRT sta¬ 
tion brought to this leg. 

He said while there are 
other stations under Jasper, 
they don’t need the repair 
job that Central station

Jasper Avenue 
reopens to traffic 


Downtown. 18 -month 
project finally wraps up 


After 18 months of construc¬ 
tion and $20.9 million, Jasper 
Avenue has four full lanes of 
traffic flowing again. 

The city reopened the main 
downtown drag ahead of sched¬ 
ule Wednesday with just a few 
pylons remaining, as the city 
waits to paint lines on the 
stretch. 

“The goal is to get the road 
open as soon as possible,”

said Barry Belcourt, the city’s 
branch manager of road design 
and construction. 


Belcourt said the massive 
project had a lot of work in¬ 
volved because so much of it 
related to repairs to the top of 
the Central LRT station. 

“This isn’t just a road project 
and a streetscaping project, it 
was the LRT station at the same 
time,” he said. 

Belcourt said some construc¬ 
tion inside the LRT station will 
continue for several weeks, but 
the roadway will remain open. 

The project was initially 
supposed to allow for all lanes 
to reopen over last winter, but 
construction ran into repeated 
delays. 

Belcourt said when they 
ripped open the roadway, they 
found surprise after unfortu¬ 


nate surprise that was not in¬ 
cluded on the plans from the 
original 1970s construction. 

“They were absolutely ter¬ 
rible. There was not a lot of 
good record keeping,” he said. 

Businesses in the area were 
welcoming the end of con¬ 
struction. Jim Taylor, executive 
director of the Downtown Busi¬ 
nesses Association, said it was 
worth the pain. 

He said the construction 
means Jasper Avenue can re¬ 
turn to being the city’s main 
street. 

“The K-Days parade could 
go down Jasper Avenue for the 
first time in decades and I hope 
it does,” he said. “That is where 
the parade should be.”

Karen Leibovici insists Mon¬ 
day’s election will be about the 
future of the city. 

She said residents are see¬ 
ing good things happening and 
that she is the best person to 
keep things moving. 

“Edmontonians want us to 
continue our momentum. They 
want us to stay on course,” said 
Leibovici during an editorial 
board meeting with Metro on 
Wednesday. 

“They are seeing the posi¬ 
tive results of being on course.” 

The four-term councillor 
insists her opponents repre¬ 
sent either untested and reck¬ 
less ideas or a no-to-eveiything 
mentality. 

With so much change com¬ 
ing to council — there will be 
at least six new faces taking 
seats this election — she said 
Edmonton needs an experi¬ 
enced hand to make sure the 
city moves forward on projects 
like the Southeast LRT, the 
arena and the Blatchford re¬ 


development. 

“Council starts revisiting 
positions and we stall, and busi¬ 
ness goes elsewhere,” she said. 

A big part of Leibovici’s plan 
is to get a better deal for the 
city from the province, some¬ 
thing that Mayor Stephen Man- 
del has pushed for throughout 
his time in office. 

She points to her success 
as president of the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities as 
proof she can succeed where 
others have not. 

“The current mayor never 
built a coalition, and that’s 
what we did at FCM.” 

Leibovici said when she 
pushed the federal government 
to invest more substantially in 
municipalities, she made the 
case with towns big and small, 
along with road builders, 
chambers of commerce and 
other groups that wanted to 
see the investment. 

“It’s bringing together all 
of those who benefit from hav¬ 
ing good solid infrastructure in 
the city, from having a city that 
works,” she said. 

Leibovici believes Keny 
Diotte is out of the race and 
that it’s a competition of two. 
She said people should choose 
her over Don Iveson on Mon¬ 
day because of her record of 
getting things done. 

“I am a doer and he is a 
talker.”

Don Iveson ranked 
first, Twitter used as 
proverbial crystal ball

Can Twitter predict the Edmon¬ 
ton election? Social-media ex¬ 
perts are saying maybe. 


A recent analysis done 
by the company Full Duplex 
showed which candidates had 
more than 100 mentions on 
Twitter between Oct. 4 and 10, 
with mayoral candidate Don 
Iveson pulling ahead. 

With the Twitter hashtag 
#yegvote being used by social- 
media users this election, ex¬ 
perts say Twitter mentions can 
be a complement to election 
polls in gauging the popularity 


of a candidate. 

According to the company’s 
analytics, Iveson had 40 per 
cent of mentions, with Kerry 
Diotte at 34 per cent, Karen 
Leibovici at 22 per cent and 
Josh Semotiulc at four per cent. 
All other candidates fell below 
the 100 mentions required. 

As effective as Twitter is, Full 
Duplex officials said it’s hard to 
tell what will happen on Oct. 21 
based solely on social media. 


“It’s hard to know how ef¬ 
fective Twitter is at predicting 
election outcomes right now,” 
said Mark Blevis, president of 
Full Duplex and digital public- 
affairs strategist, adding Twit¬ 
ter election predictions are 
something that need to be 
developed still. “I’m not con¬ 
vinced it works in Canada, but 
that doesn’t mean there isn’t 
a needle in the haystack some¬ 
where within the data.”

Candidates spar 
at mayoral forum 


Four days left. Voting 
records on arena deal 
focus of attention

With just days before the 
election on Oct. 21, Edmon¬ 
ton’s leading candidates for 
mayor took aim squarely at 
each other in a CBC-spon- 
sored forum. 

The arena deal, the LRT 
and taxes were all centre 
stage as candidates debated 
the issues and their records. 

When asked to explain 
their voting records on the 
arena deal, Karen Leibovici 
said she had consistently 


supported the project and 
singled out for criticism Don 
Iveson. 

“The reality is that if 
everyone had voted the way 
you had voted from the be¬ 
ginning, we would never 
have got there,” she said. 

Iveson defended his rec¬ 
ord and said he took a firm 
line to improve the deal. 

“If eveiyone had voted the 
way you had voted we would 
have paid more for it, because 
you capitulated at eveiy op¬ 
portunity,” he responded. 

Diotte held out his record 
of voting consistently against 
the deal. 

“Don flip-flopped over it. 
He said it was a bad deal and 
then voted for it anyway,” he 
said. 

Leibovici also targeted 


Iveson’s proposal to have the 
city invest in communities 
that welcomed new infill de¬ 
velopments. 

“Those communities that 
waited 40 or 50 years to get 
their community rehabilitat¬ 
ed and now we are going to 
award other communities to 
jump over them,” she said. 

Iveson said that was a dis¬ 
tortion of his position and 
said he only believes the city 
would have to invest in com¬ 
munities that were growing 
by accepting new develop¬ 
ment. 

“We might prioritize the 
community that is prepared 
to take new density on the 
basis of need. You might need 
to upgrade infrastructure to 
sustain new development,” 
he added.

It’s 
hot-chocolate weather, and 
Edmonton has a new chocola- 
tier in town — the self-pro¬ 
fessed “bad boy” of the indus¬ 
try giving bigger players a run 
for their money with a simple 
premise: Make the best choc¬ 
olate possible locally, to-order 
and with a focus on taste. 

“Most of the chocolate in 
the world is mass-produced 
by a few big companies,” said 
Choklat owner Brad Church¬ 
ill.

At just under $6, the whipped-cream- 
topped hot chocolate at Choklat is a 
decadent experience — super-rich and 
flavourful. It comes to town with an 
award-winning pedigree, what owner 
Brad Churchill said a true drinking choco¬ 
late should be. 


Churchill now has many 
looking at his bean-to-bar ap¬ 
proach: No hidden ingredi¬ 
ents, simple packaging and 
made-while-you-watch treats 
like truffles, dipped in dark 
or milk chocolate and topped 
with whatever a customer 
wants.

Laos. Government 
says it 'is taking all

A domestic flight crashed 
Wednesday in Laos and all 
49 people on board, includ¬ 
ing a Canadian, are feared 


dead, said the government 
of the Southeast Asian na¬ 
tion. 

The Ministry of Pub¬ 
lic Works and Transport 
said 44 passengers from 
11 countries and five crew 
members were aboard Laos 
Airlines flight QV301 trav¬ 
elling from the Lao capital, 
Vientiane, to Palcse in the 
country’s south.

A Foreign Affairs spokes¬ 
man in Ottawa said the de¬ 
partment is working closely 
with local authorities to 
confirm if Canadian cit¬ 
izens “have been affected.” 

The Lao government said 
the airline “is taking all ne¬ 
cessary steps to co-ordinate 


and dispatch all rescue 
units to the accident site in 
the hope of finding surviv¬ 
ors.” 

However, a statement 
from Australia’s Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs said 
“Lao authorities have told 
our embassy in Vientiane 
they do not expect any sur¬ 
vivors.” 

Thai Foreign Ministry

Leonarda Dibrani was on a 
field trip when French police 
showed up at the bus and de¬ 
tained the 15-year-old in front 
of her classmates before au¬ 
thorities expelled her to Kosovo 
because her family’s asylum ap¬ 
plication had been rejected. 

The incident, which hap¬ 
pened earlier this month, has 
sparked outrage from immi¬ 
grant groups and others who 
say police went too far in pub¬ 
licly shaming the teenager. It 
has also been an embarrass¬ 
ment for President Francois 
Hollande’s government, which 
has tried to distance itself 
from conservative predecessor 


Nicolas Sarkozy, known for his 
tough immigration policies. 

Now, Dibrani, who was ex¬ 
pelled with her family, says she 
just wants to get back to France. 

“I was ciying on my teach¬ 
er’s lap and he was crying,” 
Dibrani said Wednesday. “My 
friends asked, ‘Did you kill 
someone that the police are 
looking for you?’ I was afraid. I 
felt bad and ashamed. 

“My home is in France,” 
Dibrani said in French. “I don’t 
speak the language here and I 
don’t know anyone. I just want 
to go back to France and forget 
eveiything that happened.”

‘A time for 

reconciliation.’ 

Bipartisan deal to end 
government shutdown 
leaves Republicans with 
little to show for fight 


Up against a deadline, the 
U.S. Congress passed and 
sent a waiting President Bar¬ 
ack Obama legislation late 
Wednesday night to avoid a 
threatened national default 
and end the 16-day partial 
government shutdown, the 
culmination of an epic pol¬ 
itical drama that placed the 
U.S. economy at risk. 

The Senate voted first, a 
bipartisan 81-18 at mideven¬ 
ing. That cleared the way 
for a final 285-144 vote in 
the Republican-controlled 
House about two hours later 
on the legislation, which

At the White House, 
Obama hailed the Senate’s 
vote and encouraged the 
House to follow suit.

immediately. We’ll begin 
reopening our government 
immediately and we can 
begin to lift this cloud of 
uncertainty from our busi¬ 
nesses and the American

Women in the boardroom. 

Rules wanted to equalize 
gender in corporate ranks 


The scarcity of women in 
Canadian boardrooms has 
the country’s biggest regula¬ 
tor pushing for mandatory 
changes that would shame 
corporations for their lack of 
gender diversity. 

The Ontario Securities 
Commission said Wednes¬ 
day it will recommend to the 
provincial government that 
companies listed on the To¬ 
ronto Stock Exchange should 
be required to disclose how 
they’re increasing the num¬ 
ber of women in their highest 
executive ranks. 

The voluntary “comply 
or explain” policy would be 
put in place to encourage 
publicly traded companies to 


annually report their internal 
targets and progress — and 
be questioned if they refuse 
to comply. The OSC will take 
its recommendations to the 
government this fall. 

Research shows that a 
higher mix of women in 
managerial and executive 
roles leads to more profit¬ 
able companies and stronger 
organizations. Women often 
have leadership skills com¬ 
plementary to men, are often 
fairer with rewards, can be 
more focused on goals and 
can be stronger role models, 
said Eric Lamarre with global 
management consulting firm 
McKinsey and Company Can¬ 
ada.

Canadian guilty in 
attempted arms 
buy for Tamil Tigers 

A Canadian man has 
pleaded guilty in the United 
States to two terrorism 
offences in connection with 
the Tamil Tigers. 

Piratheepan Nadarajah, 
from Brampton, Ont., 
admitted to a conspiracy to 
acquire anti-aircraft missiles 
and attempting to provide 


material support to a for¬ 
eign terrorist organization. 

Online court records 
show that Nadarajah plead¬ 
ed guilty last week in New 
York to the two counts. 

His sentencing is sched¬ 
uled for Jan. 31, 2014. 

Prosecutors alleged 
Nadarajah and co-conspir¬ 
ators negotiated with an 
undercover FBI agent to buy 
and export $1 million US of 
high-powered weapons and 
militaiy equipment for the 
Tamil Tigers.

Urban Canadians have ac¬ 
cess to consistently faster 
network speeds than their 
neighbours in the U.S., ac¬ 
cording to a study by PC 
Magazine. 

In its first study of Can¬ 
ada’s networks, the New- 
Yorlc based online publica¬ 
tion said the speeds delivered 
by the country’s three major 
telecoms — Rogers, Bell, and 
Telus — were remarkable. 


“Urban Canadians can get 
online fast, often at speeds 
that would make south-of- 
the-border Americans green 
with envy,” said the study, 
released Wednesday. 

Rogers had the fastest 
wireless network followed by 
Bell and Telus, according to 
the study, done in August and 
September in 13 of Canada’s 
largest metropolitan areas.

When Annie Dugan start¬ 
ed toying with the idea of 
hosting an event to boost 
funding for her company’s 
upcoming productions, she 
wasn’t sure if it would work.

Lupita Nyong’o is hitting

There are worse ways to 
start a film career. 

When you get a shot at a 
role like this in a film like 
this with a director like this, 
what’s your first reaction? 

When I auditioned for this 
role, I was just about to 
graduate from Yale. It was 
the first time that I was 
allowed to audition for pro¬ 
fessional things, and Twelve 
Years a Slave was the first 
audition I put on tape. After 
the audition it dawned on 
me — Brad Pitt is producing 
this film and Steve McQueen. 
... It was kind of like a slow 
realization of how major au¬ 


ditioning for this thing was, 
but it also felt completely 
improbable that I would get 
the role. 

How do you approach ma¬ 
terial as intense and visceral 
as this? 

It was about being present. 
Patsy in the script is de¬ 
scribed as being “effortlessly 
sensual.” In the book, Solo¬ 
mon says that Patsy “had an 
air of loftiness that neither 
labour nor lash could rid 
her of.” I was reading James 
Baldwin’s The Fire Next 
Time, and I found this thing 
he says about sensuality. He 
says, “To be sensual, I think, 
is to rejoice in the force of 
life itself and to be present 
in eveiything that one does, 
from the effort of loving to 
the breaking of bread.” And 
that was Patsy for me. That’s 
what made her so sensual, 
the fact that she was present. 
And she’s present because 
she has this volatile master. 
She never knows what he’s 
going to do next — what he’s 
going to require or inflict. 

So that was the lesson I took

going in. I just need to be 
there. The humiliation and 
the heartbreak that I’ve been 
living, experiencing, will 
reveal itself. 

Why do you think it took 
so many non-Americans to 
give such an honest look at 
such a horrific part of Amer¬ 
ican history? 

I don’t think it was by de¬ 
sign. I don’t think Steve was 
like, “I don’t want any Amer¬ 
icans!” I don’t think that’s 
the case. I don’t think it’s by 
design, but at the same time 
America is made of immi¬ 
grants. The African-American 
slaves came from Africa, the 
white slave owners were 
Irish and German and 
English. So I don’t think that 
highlighting our non-Amer- 
ican-ness does the stoiy any 
sort of favours or injustice. 
For me, as an actor, I feel like 
it is my job to portray things 
that are outside of myself; to 
truthfully believe in circum¬ 
stances that are not my own. 
Otherwise my career will 
be veiy short, playing some 
middle-class Kenyan.

This might be the quiet¬ 
est character you’ve ever 
played. 

It’s the most vulnerable 
I’ve ever been, for sure. 

This is the most opposite of 
who Chloe is in a character, 
but at the same time it’s 
almost closer to my inner 
self in the fact that I’m in¬ 


credibly naive compared to 
my friends. She’s definitely 
the most innocent I’ve ever 
played. But at the same 
time it was almost easier 
to jump into than playing, 
like, a bitch because I’m 
not very good at doing that. 
It’s harder for me to play a 
fake, stuck-up girl than it is 
for me to play vulnerable. 

Why do you think you’ve 
maintained that level of 
naivety compared to your 
friends? 

I think it’s because I 
literally have lived a more 
naive life and the fact that 
they have to deal with, 
like, boys and everything. 
They deal with 10 times 
as much as I do (in high 
school). You’re dealing 
with things that are way 
above your head, and you 
learn quickly and you move 
quickly. And me, I’ve been 
home-schooled since I was 
nine, so it’s like I haven’t 
been interacting with copi¬ 
ous amounts of teenagers 
since I was nine years old. 

You got off lucky. 

I think so too. I don’t like 
teenagers. They’re really 
scary. Like, groups of them? 
They’re unpredictable 
because they’re just, like, 
dumb. They don’t even 
know what they’re do¬ 


ing, and they just bumble 
around and make stupid 
mistakes and they’re like, 
“Oh, I didn’t mean to do 
that. I regret that.” I’ve 
never regretted anything in 
my life because I cogni- 
zantly make every decision.

Many decorating enthusi¬ 
asts fare well when it comes to 
painting their walls and pur¬ 
chasing furniture, but when it 
comes to accessorizing, they 
lose control. So here are a few 
tips on how to incorporate 
some classic accessories into 
your living room for a finished 
and polished look. 

Pillows and throws 

• If you have a patterned sofa or 
chair, then choose monochro¬ 
matic pillows; allow texture to 
add interest. 

• Down-filled cushions are for 
comfort, Dacron-filled cushions 
are for support. 

• Measure the depth of your 


sofa or chair seat cushion; a pil¬ 
low should never take up more 
than a third of that depth. 

• Firm lumbar pillows (the long 
skinny ones) act as great lower 
back support without looking 
too bulky. 

Vases and bowls 

• Keep the height of a vase low 
on the coffee table and higher 
on end tables.

DIY. Craftsmanship is at 
the forefront as rapper 
and renovator Vanilla 
Ice heads to Ohio to 
learn from the masters 


Hand tools are great for both 
beginner woodworkers look¬ 
ing to learn basic skills and 
seasoned professionals wishing 
to take their craft to the next 
level. With some essentials like 
a hammer, a screwdriver set, 
some wrenches and a small 
investment in the following 
tools, it’s possible to create 
basic furniture pieces like 
chests or chairs with unique 
character. 

In his new renovation 
show, rapper-renovator Rob 
Van Winkle, better known as 
Vanilla Ice, heads to Holmes 
County, Ohio, the largest 
Amish settlement in the U.S., 
to see traditional workman¬ 


ship first-hand. 

Chisels 

There are hundreds of chis¬ 
els available, but owning just 
a few of these versatile tools 
will help make any project 
easier. Chisels are incredible 
for simple tasks like removing 
glue, and they can also create 
a guide to make hand sawing 
easier and more accurate. 

With the right type and 
shape, chisels can even repli¬ 
cate impressive dovetail joints 
often seen on drawers or 
chests. It’s important to make 
sure the chisels are sharp be¬ 
fore using them, as dull blades 
could damage the wood or lead 
to injuries. 

Hand plane 

A hand plane is made up of a 
body that acts as a grip and a 
narrowly protruding knife on 
the bottom that strips thin 
layers of wood. Planes are ex¬ 
cellent for producing flat and 
smooth surfaces. It’s a useful

tool to have around to shave 
down doors that stick instead 
of hand sanding or buying a 
power sander. To add detail to 
your project, use a hand plane 
to give your edges a nice bevel. 
Like chisels, there are many 
different planes available, so 
talk to a professional to make 
sure you have the right one for 
the job. 


Draw knives and 
spoke shaves 

Draw knives and spoke shaves 
consist of a blade with a han¬ 
dle on either side, similar to 
the shape of bicycle handles. 
Both are great for carving out 
curves to make beautiful chair 
or table legs. 

Draw knives remove a lot 
of excess material quickly 


and are excellent for start¬ 
ing a curve. The spoke shave 
removes less material but is 
better for refining a curve 
and adding detail. Raising or 
lowering the handle on a draw 
knife helps control the depth 
of the cut, whereas a spoke 
shave has built-in adjustments 
for more accuracy and finer 
cuts.

“I first featured this recipe on 
Oprah,” writes Jessica Seinfeld 
in The Can’t Cook Book. “The 
response from beginners to 
cooking whizzes alike was 
extraordinaiy. Give it a whirl.” 

1. Finely chop the garlic and 
add to a medium bowl along 
with the tomatoes, oregano, 
salt, red pepper, and black 
pepper (about 12 turns on a 
pepper mill). In a separate 
bowl, mix together the ricotta, 
1 cup of the mozzarella, and 
the Parmesan. Put the spinach 
in a salad spinner, wash, and 
spin diy. Now you’re ready to 
assemble. 

2. In the bottom of a 5- to 6-qt. 
slow cooker, spread a thin lay¬ 
er of the sauce. Top with 4 of 
the noodles (breaking to fit as 
necessaiy.) Spread 1 1/2 cups 
of the sauce over the noodles 
(be sure to cover completely 
with sauce so the noodles 
don’t diy out). Layer with 2 
cups of the spinach and 11/2 
cup of the cheese mixture.

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Back to roasted basics 



“This is too easy and essential 
for the carnivore not to learn. 
It’s the first recipe I teach my 
Can’t Cook friends,” writes Jes¬ 
sica Seinfeld about this Ser¬ 
iously Basic Roast Chicken in 
her book The Can’t Cook Book.
